HOUSING 


A statement  of  the  v/ork  dons  under  the  Housing  and  Tonn- 
Planning  Act  is  appended.  Fifteen  inspections  were  made  during 
the  year.  No  closing  or  demolition  orders  had  to  be  made. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE- 


The  follovj-ing  cases  of  notifiable  Infectious  Disease  occurred 
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There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  Typhoid  Fever 
or  Puerperal  Septicaemia  notified. 

There  iTas  a severe  and  uide- spread  epidemic  of  Influenza 
during  the  later  months  of  the  year.

VITAL  STATIST  I C^ 

During  the  year  there  have  been  147  Births  (as  against  117 
in  1917  and  149  in  1916)  giving  a birth-rate  of  18-42. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  x'/as  114  (as 
against  92  in  1917  and  93  in  1916 ) , giving  a rate  per  1000  of 
16.01. 


Of  these  14  v;ore  due  to  Malignant  Disease  (the  same  nximber 
as  in  1917)  and  2 to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (as  anainst  1 in 
;917). 


SANITARY  INSPECTIONS  OP  THE  DISTRICT 

A classified  statement  of  the  xTork  done  is  appended. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  made  during  the  year  120 
inspections  of  cowsheds  and  Milksellers  promises. 

The  rules  as  to  dealing  xvith  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
have  been  observed  as  in  former  years. 


In  conclusion  I beg  to  state  that,  for  the  most  part,  the 
conditions  affecting  the  Public  Health  in  your  District  are 
satisfactory.

Gentlemen^ 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
1918  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban  District  of " Ellesm.ere . 

The  population  is  estimiated  at  about  1700,  being  1000  more  than 
last  year. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

There  were  3 deaths  of  Infants  under  twelve  months  of  age  belong- 
ing to  the  district  {as  against  1 in  1917),  giving  a rate  per  1000 
of  births  of  103.44.  The  deaths  were  due  to  Congenital  Debility, 
Ilarasn.us  and  Overlaying.  ” 


VITAL  _ST AT C S 

During  the  year  there  have  been  29  Births  in  the  district,  (viz: 
10  boys  and  19  girls),  giving  a birth-rate  of  16.14,  as  against  14.21 
in  1917. 


The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  40,  giving 
a rate  per  1000  of  24.95,  as  against  17.62  in  1917.  Two  were  due  to 
Malignant  Disease,  and  four  to  Tuberculous  Disease.

Tabular  statements  of  the  work  done  are  appended. 


PREVALENCE  OF  and  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  folloxYing  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  occurred 
in  the  district  during  the  year  1918:- 

Scarlet  Fever.  - - 11 

Measles  and  German  Measles.  - 8 

Diphtheria.  - - 1 

There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.,  Typhoid  Fever, 
Erysipelas,  Puerperal  Septicaemia  or  Malaria. 

There  was  a severe  epidemic  of  Influenza  during  the  latter  end 
of  the  year. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  TUBERCULOSIS, 

There  v.'ere  8 cases  of  Pulmonary  and  2 of  non- Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis notified  during  the  year,  as  against  none  in  1917.
